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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 2, and 31-32 have been canceled. 

2. Claims 7-30, and 33-37 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse In the reply filed on April 
25. 2005. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
fomn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 , 3, and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Manfredi et al. Manfred! et al discloses a method and apparatus for 
dressing a semiconductor wafer comprising all of the subject matter set forth in 
Applicant's claims above. Note the use of a wedge-shaped dressing bar(B) in 
conjunction with the dressing of a polishing pad. Note that the dressing surface is 
oriented with it's centerline along the radial direction of the polishing pad. The dressing 
bar of Manfredi et al is deemed to meet the limitation of "substantially rectangular" since 
it would approach a rectangular form for progressively narrower slivers of the wedge. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this tide, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art ar such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl^ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Manfredi 
et a! in view of Hakomori et al. Hakomori et al disclose the simultaneous use of plural 
dressing devices to simultaneously dress the surface of a polishing pad. To simply 
provide additional carrier heads and plural dressing devices in the apparatus of 
Manfredi et al, each for dressing the pad immediately adjacent to each canrier, for 
greater productivity, would have been obvious in view of Hakomori et al. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed February 7. 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant's argue that the dressing apparatus of Manfredi et al 
cannot be considered as substantially rectangular. However, it is the examiner's 
position that Applicant has not disclosed what attributes a non-rectangular shape should 
possess in order to be considered "substantially rectangular". Clearly, Applicants 
intended to claim rectangular as well as non-rectangular embodiments for the dressing 
tool. The dressing bar of Manfredi et al is deemed to meet the broad limitation of 
"substantially rectangular" since it would approach a rectangular form for progressively 
narrower slivers of the wedge. It should also be appreciated that strictly rectangular 
dressing tools are known in the prior art of record as well.
